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Do It for the Kids 

Congressman Dana Rohrabacher uses his children 

as fund-raising props

D ana Rohrabacher—Orange County’s 
senior, career politician—repeat¬ 
edly used his congressional status 
and his wife’s pregnancy as props to raise 
secret funds from 
numerous individu¬ 
als, including two 
convicted felons, 
a California tax 
cheat, an Iraq War 
profiteer, a Middle 
East oil executive, a 
space entrepreneur 
and others seeking 
»R. SCOTT to influence federal 

MOXLEY government policies 

or spending, accord¬ 
ing to documents 
obtained by OC Weekly. 

At least five months before the April 
2004 birth of his triplets, Rohrabacher 
launched a fund-raising campaign aimed 
at enticing wealthy or well-connected 
political players in the nation’s capital, 
throughout the country’s conservative 
circles and in Orange County, to help to 
cover his personal expenses related to rais¬ 
ing his kids. 

The congressman, who often poses as 
cash-poor despite living comfortably on 
the federal payroll for the past 33 years, 
collected at least $33,000 in undisclosed 
personal contributions from 11 corporate 
executives, two billionaires, seven lob¬ 
byists, four corporations and the two 
aforementioned convicted crooks: Jack 
Abramoff, a disgraced Washington, D.C., 
lobbyist who swindled millions of dol¬ 
lars in an influence-peddling con game, 
and Patrick J. Nolan, a former California 
Republican politician arrested by the FBI 
and convicted in “Shrimpscam” for pock¬ 
eting illegal contributions. 

Rohrabacher, a loudmouth known even 
among his political allies as a notorious 
cheapskate often eager to find the closest 
bar, wasn’t able to keep his fund-raising 


pitch a secret and had to acknowledge the 
existence of the account in 2004 to the Los 
Angeles Times and other news outlets, but 
he steadfastly refused to divulge the iden¬ 
tities of those who contributed, the dates 
of the payments or the amounts. 

Asked at the time by reporters if 
Abramoff was a contributor, the now-13- 
term, Costa Mesa congressman claimed 
ignorance. But he may not have been tell¬ 
ing the truth. According to Rohrabacher’s 
own extensive records, which are now in 
the Weekly’s possession, Abramoff was 
the second-largest individual donor, giv¬ 
ing $2,300. 

We’ve previously revealed that Rohra¬ 
bacher—who has never faced a tough re- 
election battle in his high-income, Orange 
County coastal district—funneled as much 
as 50 percent of collected campaign con¬ 
tributions during a 2011 reporting period 
to his personal coffers by claiming his 
wife, convicted in criminal court after a 
prior illegal campaign scheme, earned the 
windfall because she allegedly works as 
his professional campaign adviser. 

Surprisingly, the congressman’s records 
don’t show baby contributions from two 
of his most loyal defenders—ex-California 
Republican Party Chairman and chiro¬ 
practic-insurance company boss Michael 
J. Schroeder or Costa Mesa Mayor Jim 
Righeimer. But the secret contributor list 
does include: 

• Robert W. Smiley Jr., chairman of the 
board at Benefit Capital Companies Inc., 
with $1,000; 

• Paul Behrends, defense-industry lob¬ 
byist, with $775; 

• Wilfred N. Cooper, Newport Beach 
real-estate developer, with $300; 

• Hazem Chehabi, Laguna Beach resi¬ 
dent, with $2,000; 

• Mohammed Bader Aldafa, Qatar dip¬ 
lomat, with $200; 

• Albanian American Foundation, 
with $1,000; 


• Daniel S. Goldin, former NASA admin¬ 
istrator and CEO at the Intellesis Corpora¬ 
tion, with $240; 

• International Transportation Service 
Inc. and John L. Miller, Long Beach port 
container operator, with $480; 

• A. Omar Turbi, defense-industry exec¬ 
utive and lobbyist, with $200; 

• Erik Prince, creator of Iraq War profi¬ 
teering Blackwater USA, with $1,500; 

• David M. McIntosh, ex-congressman 
and current corporate lobbyist, with $150; 

• William Lansdale, California business¬ 
man who deposited income in offshore 
accounts to avoid federal taxes and in 
1986—through political favors—won a spe¬ 
cial tax-shelter exemption, with $200; 

• Alfred E. Mann, Las Vegas billionaire, 
with $2,000; 

• Robert K. Dawson, government lobby¬ 
ist, with $180; 

• Elon R. Musk, founder of SpaceX, 
with $3,080; 

• James F. McConnell, government lob¬ 
byist, with $500; 

• Larry T. Smith, onetime Family 
Research Council director, now with Fam¬ 
ily Action PAC, with $225; 

• Signal Oil & Refining Co., with $1,000; 

• Christopher Cox, former congressman 
now in private law practice, with $480; 

• Adam Probolsky, Probolsky Research 
boss and GOP political operative known to 
work for gambling interests, with $250; 

• Shawn and Michelle Steel, conserva¬ 
tive activists, with $225; 

• Gilbert P. Hyatt, Las Vegas investor, 
with $2,250. 

Several contributors have benefited 
from Rohrabacher’s assistance or voting. 
For example, Prince’s company won tens 
of billions of dollars in taxpayer funds in 
a no-bid deal for his private, mercenary 
army; Musk’s firm grabbed a $1 billion 
NASA contract; Abramoff used Rohra¬ 
bacher’s name as a character reference in 
a bribery scam to defraud an Indian tribe 
out of tens of millions of dollars; and Smi¬ 
ley publicizes on his website one of the 
congressman’s floor speeches that touted 
his Nevada-based company and his “mon¬ 
umental work.” 

Lax U.S. House of Representative eth¬ 
ics rules (helpfully written by members 
of congress for themselves) allow federal 


office holders to raise money in baby 
shower-type pitches and even permits 
them to shield the financial transactions 
from public view, but they also caution 
about accepting gifts that create the 
appearance of conflicts of interest. 

Records obtained by the Weekly show 
that Rohrabacher used the baby-fund 
donations to hire After the Stork, a Rancho 
Santa Margarita company that specializes 
in “home care for the new mother.” The 
accredited firm charged the congressman 
$30 per hour for its services, which lasted 
for several months. 

The birth of the children wasn’t a one¬ 
time shot for the congressman to use his 
kids as props for money-raising endeavors. 
Additional records obtained by the Weekly 
show that in 2009 he organized a joint 
party to celebrate the births of his kids and 
that of Los Angeles County Sheriff Lee 
Baca. The event was held at the Beverly 
Hills home of socialite Arthur M. Kassel, 
a Glock-toting businessman who special¬ 
izes in donating to police-union causes in 
exchange for receiving real police badges. 

At least in that case, the congressman 
urged restraint to contributors so the trans¬ 
actions wouldn’t trigger public disclosure. 

“The maximum value of gifts for the 
Rohrabacher triplets combined cannot 
exceed $49,” stated the glossy birthday 
invitations that contained five photo¬ 
graphs of the identified kids: Annika, Tris- 
ten and Christian. 

Rohrabacher—one of the most senior 
members in the House who is viewed 
within his own political party as a pecu¬ 
liar, loose cannon, unfit to chair a major 
legislative committee—did not respond 
to requests for an interview regarding his 
fund-raising practices. 

This year, he’s asking voters in his dis¬ 
trict to return him to Washington, D.C., for 
his 27th and 28th years in Congress. Last 
year, after leaving a Costa Mesa rental with 
grotesquely soiled carpets, broken fur¬ 
nishings, cracked appliances and maggots 
under the stove, he sued his ex-landlord in 
Orange County Superior Court for having 
the audacity to keep a security deposit. 

The landlord has countersued to collect 
more than $20,000 in damages caused by 
the unhygienic Rohrabachers.

Our drinking scene is lively from dives to hotel bars, Korean karaoke 
lounges to Vietnamese speakeasies, sporting lodges to cantinas (popu¬ 
larly known as paisa bars—that is to say, wab bars)—and that’s just 
Santa Ana. But as every OCer knows, some cities are more equal than 
others when it comes to the excellence of its boozing scene. So we’ve 
decided to rank all of our towns, from the best to the blurst, with shout¬ 
outs to places we love sprinkled in. Discover some new spots, revel in 
seeing your local hangout represented—and Yorba Linda: step it up!

1. SANTA ANA 

Yes, the Golden City just suffered a black 
eye to its carefully nurtured reputation 
as a hipster haven with the horrific Jan. 

18 beating death of Kim Pham outside 
the Crosby But don’t believe The Orange 
County Register readers’ propaganda: 
Santa Ana is safe. Santa Ana is great. From 
the city’s many paisa bars—best are the 
beer-only Las Vegas Bar (2343 S. Bristol 
St., 714-546-3035 ) and the infamous El 
Fracaso (“The Failure,” 701N. Harbor 
Blvd., 714-554-6361)— to the Vietnamese 
drinkers on the edge of Little Saigon to 
the craft bars in downtown and the dis¬ 
tilleries and breweries planned to debut 
this year and next, Santa Ana is where you 
can experience drinking at its finest: as a 
respite from the problems of the world, as 
a place where you find camaraderie in the 
shared experience of a pint or shot. Again, 
Santa Ana is safe. Santa Ana is great. 

2. FULLERTON 

This city alone has more liquor licenses 
than whole chunks of the 949, and Ful¬ 
lerton is one of the only places in Orange 
County that can support a proper pub 
crawl. There’s food available late, and 
for that all-important shot of post-bar 
espresso, the Night Owl Coffee Shop 
(200 Harbor Blvd., 714-525-0305; www. 
thenightowlfullerton.com) is open until 
3 a.m. The only thing missing is street 
food, the 24-hour Taqueria de Anda 
down the street from the DMV station 
notwithstanding. And the nexus of the 
city’s drinking scene is its downtown, 
home of the dual bar: places that attract 
one crowd early and turn into nightclubs 
afterward. The Continental Room (115 
W. Santa FeAve., 714-469-1879; www. 
myspace.com/thecontinentalroom), for 
example, or Slidebar Rock-N-Roll 
Kitchen (122 E. Commonwealth Ave., 

714-871-7469; www.slidebarfullerton.com) 
or Matador Cantina (ill N. Harbor Blvd., 
714-871-8226; www.thematador.com). It’s 
a college town, after all, which means at 
least half of its bars are going to be filled 
with selfie-snapping young women and 
the bros who pursue them, but there is 
something for everyone. Wine? Head for 
the Twisted Vine (127 W. Commonwealth 
Ave., 714-871-1200). Beer? Bootlegger's 
Brewery (130 S. Highland Ave., 714-871- 
BEER) is just a block off the main drag. 
Start your evening drinking whiskey at 
HopScotch (136 E. Commonwealth Ave., 
714-871-2222) before it gets too crowded. 
Like jazz? Steamers (138 W. Common¬ 
wealth Ave., 714-871-8800) is internation¬ 
ally famous for its live jazz combos, but 
it’s also the county’s best-kept secret for 
craft cocktails. Dueling pianos? Ziings 
(209 N. Harbor Blvd., 714-526-5777) is the 
place to go. The late-night crowd tends 
to be young and a little raucous—you’ve 
been warned—so get your last call at 2J's 
Cocktails (120 W. Houston Ave., 714-871- 
9665; www.2jslounge.com), conveniently 
located next to the 91 freeway and a 
cheap Shell station. 

3. COSTA MESA 

From the high-end booze barns of South 
Coast Plaza to the paisa spots on the 
Westside to the bars concentrated at the 


end of the 55 freeway to the burgeoning 
barrel of fun that is East 17th Street to 
good ol’ Kitsch Bar (891 Baker St., Ste. 
A10, 714-546-8580; kitschbar.com), still 
waiting for this generation of Weeklings 
to discover it, to the county’s best liquor 
store, Hi-Time Wine Cellar (250 Ogle St., 
949-650-8463; hitimewine.net), and the 
iconic Memphis (2920 Bristol St., 714-432- 
7685; www.memphiscafe.com) and Tin 
Lizzie (752 Saint Claire, 714-966-2029; 
www.tinlizziesaloon.com), Costa Mesa is 
as good as it gets for drinks. So why does 
it only reach No. 3? Because it’s not Santa 
Ana or Fullerton—DUH! 

4. HUNTINGTON BEACH 

Where the bros are, yes. But Surf City 


is far more nuanced than the rest of us 
want to give it credit for. The fabulous 
SeaLegs Wine Bar (21022 Beach Blvd., 
Ste. 105, 714-536-5700; sealegswine.com) 
stocks a robust collection of vino, The 
Corner (8961 Adams Ave., 714-968-6800; 
thecornerhb.com) remains OC’s most 
underrated cocktail bar, and Johnny's 
Saloon (17428 Beach Blvd.; www.johnnys- 
saloon.com) does all sorts of great charity 
work. And dive bars rule, from Sunset 
Beach to PCH to Main Street to every¬ 
where else. Best of all? The skinhead 
hangouts are almost all gone! 


5. ANAHEIM 

In addition to some of the county’s last 
working-class white bars, more than 
a few paisa places and the tiki master¬ 
piece that is Trader Sam’s at the Dis¬ 
neyland Hotel, this is OC’s best city for 
beer drinkers. Downtown Anaheim has 
the resurgent Anaheim Brewery (336 
S. Anaheim Blvd., 714-780-1888; www. 
anaheimbrew.com), whose 1888 Califor¬ 
nia Common shows up on taps all over 
town; Noble Ale Works (1621 S. Sinclair 
St., 714-634-2739) has award-winning 
IPAs and a milk stout that causes 
stampedes once a quarter; and directly 
across Katella Avenue is J.T. Schmid's 
(2610 E. Katella Ave., 714-634-9200). 
There’s a German pub, the Phoenix 


Club's Bierstube (1340 S. Sanderson 
Ave., 714-563-4166), nestled up against 
the 57 freeway; it runs the county’s larg¬ 
est Oktoberfest. Even Anaheim’s sports 
bars (Lopez & Lefty's, 1759 S. Claudina 
Way, 714-300-0000; www.lopezandleftys. 
com) and team sports-oriented piz¬ 
zerias (Out of the Park Pizza, 5638 E. 
La Palma Ave., 714-77-PIZZA) sell craft 
beer. Moreover, the only country¬ 
dancing bar in North County is at 
The RANCH Saloon (1025 E. Ball Rd., 
714-817-4200) just east of Disneyland; 
sneak over to the restaurant side for 


a huge whiskey selection and the best 
wine list in town. 

6. LAGUNA BEACH 

Once the heart of Orange County’s gay 
community, Laguna Beach is down to 
one LGBT bar: Bounce (1460 S. Coast 
Hwy., 949-494-0056). And the 24-hour 
frat party along Pacific Coast Highway 
is far tamer than it was in past decades. 
Instead, Laguna has reinvented itself as 
a cocktail destination, with Broadway 
By Amar Santana (328 Glenneyre St., 
949-714-8234), Three Seventy Com¬ 
mon (370 Glenneyre St., 949-494-8686), 
Selanne Steak Tavern (1464 S. Coast 
Hwy., 949-715-9881) and Nick's (440 S. 
Coast Hwy., 949-376-8595) duking it out 
for mixology supremacy. This is good 
gentrification, right? 

7. ORANGE 

There’s more to Orange than the Circle, 
though it is possible to drink and drink 
well there: Haven Gastropub (190 S. 
Glassell St., 714-221-0680) and its spinoff, 
Provisions Market (134 N. Glassed St., 
714-997-BEER), both specialize in craft 
beer; of the two, Provisions has the longer 
tap list. Hang out with the Chapman kids 
at the District Lounge (223 W. Chapman 
Ave., 714-639-7777) or Paul's Cocktails 
(207 W. Chapman Ave., 714-639-2480), 
or head to the train station for the 
Streamliner Lounge (184 N. Atchison 
St., 714-639-7829), the coolest thing the 
Ruby’s Diner chain has ever created. Out¬ 
side the downtown area, there are such 
locally famous dives as the Olive Pit 
(834 E. Lincoln Ave., 714-974-9994) and 
the Cherry Pit (749 W. Katella Ave., 
714-639-5851), though Jimmy Bones 
(1815 E. Chapman Ave., 714-532-4920) is 
where bartenders go to drink on their 
night off. Pro tip: The craft cocktails 
nobody knows about are at the saloon at 
the Orange County Mining Co. (10000 
Crawford Canyon Rd., 714-997-7411), but 
don’t drink too many—it’s a long way 
down that hill. 

8. SEAL BEACH 

Seal Beach is Huntington Beach’s north¬ 
ern, better-behaved cousin. The same 
beachy, laid-back feeling pervades (flip- 
flops everywhere), and there’s the same 
awkward mix of pickup trucks, beach 
cruisers and pedestrians, and the same 
kinds of bars, including three Irish pubs 
within a single block. At no point on Main 
Street are you more than 50 feet from a 
cool, refreshing drink. A few standouts: At 
The Abbey (306 Main St., 562-799-4246), 
there’s a long list of wines by the glass, as 
well as local craft beers. While no beer 
is brewed at the original but tiny Beach- 
wood BBQ (131 Main St., 562-493-4500), 
it serves its Long Beach sister’s brews as 
well as a rotating batch of guest beers. 
And, of course, for cocktails, there’s only 
one possible destination: 320 Main (320 
Main St., 562-799-6246), where owner 
Jason Schiffer creates concoctions that 
bring people all the way from LA. 

9. NEWPORT BEACH 

Rich. Fancy. Hoity-toity. Expensive. Yep, 
you’re in Newport Beach. But there’s no 
reason to hate too much. The best tequila 
selection in coastal OC resides at SOL

Cocina (251 E. Coast Hwy., 949-675- 
9800), and the best fancy-beer selection 
is at SideDoor ( 3801E. Coast Hwy., 
949-717-4322). Newport Beach has its 
own brewing company (2920 Newport 
Blvd., 949-675-8449), and Lark Creek 
(957 Newport Center Dr., Newport Beach, 
949-640-6700) is the latest place to go for 
craft cocktails. Plus, the bar at the Fairmont 
Hotel (4500 MacArthur Blvd., 949-476- 
2001) gets its honey from its rooftop api¬ 
aries—how awesome is that? Shockingly, 
there’s not much of a wine-bar presence 
for such a wealthy place. Most of the vino 
is drunk in restaurants, and A Restau¬ 
rant (3334 W. Coast Hwy., 949-650-6505) 
has more than two dozen available by 
the glass, as well as a huge wine cellar. 
Thankfully, it’s not all starch and stiff 
upper lips. There are a few un-fancy 
bars left on the Peninsula: Try Cassidy's 
(2603 Newport Blvd., 949-675-8949), Mutt 
Lynch's (2300 W. Oceanfront, 949-675- 
1556), Blackie's (2118 W. Oceanfront, 
949-675-1074; www.blackiesbythesea.com) 
and Class of '47 (209 Palm St., 949-675- 
5774), where John Wayne would start 
his days. And then, of course, there’s the 
silicone slice of MILF heaven known as 
the Quiet Woman (3224 E. Coast Hwy., 
949-640-7440). 

10. SAIM CLEMENTE 

Given it’s so far away from the rest of 
Orange County, the Spanish Village By 
the Sea’s offerings are a bit more regi¬ 


mented than other cities. MILF? Beach- 
fire (204 Avenida Del Mar, 949-366-3232; 
beachfire.com) has held court for more 
than a decade now. A jarhead? You’ll 
be welcome across town, especially at 
Goody's (206 S. El Camino Real, 949-492- 
3400). An old-timer? The legendary 
Red Fox Lounge (220 S. El Camino Real, 
949-492-3403) has served them since the 
Eisenhower administration. There are 


bona fide pubs and wine bars—but no 
matter what your tribe is, everyone ends 
up at Knucklehead's (1717N. El Camino 
Real, 949-492-2410) for a round of pool. 

11. WESTMINSTER 

“Let’s go nhau.” No, not now, but nhau. 
Westminster is the epicenter of Orange 
County’s Vietnamese booze scene, with 
small bars tucked into the corners of the 


two-story plazas that endlessly line Bolsa, 
Brookhurst, Magnolia and Westminster 
boulevards. You’ll mostly be drinking 
beer, but Vietnamese people don’t drink 
without eating, and quart nhau tend to 
have the best bar snacks. If you’re new 
to the genre, start at Q's Lounge (15380 
Beach Blvd., 714-725-1011), then just troll 
Little Saigon looking for the word Quan. 
If that sounds too exotic for you, West- 
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minster is also home to our Best Bar of 
2013, the Posse Bar ( 13093 Springdale St., 
714-894-1212). While there are police and 
EMT patches decorating the bar, this is 
more of a locals’ place, with an outstand¬ 
ing whiskey and moonshine selection, 
rock and country on the jukebox, weekly 
karaoke, and a great all-day Sunday happy 
hour. And Westminster also boasts the 
Green Girl Saloon (14341 Beach Blvd., 
714-897-8612; www. thegreengirlsaloon. 
com), one of the finest lounges in the land, 
and C'Est Si Bon (6638 Westminster Blvd., 
714-379-9934), one of the final reminders 
that Westminster once had gabachos. 

12. SAN JUAN CAPISTRANO 

Wait, when did San Juan Capistrano 
become cool? It was always about brunch 
at the Ramos House. But all of a sudden, 
there are all these new restaurants and 
friendly bars? The city has arguably the 
best wine bar in Orange County, Five 
Vines (31761 Camino Capistrano, 949-800- 
9145), with its ever-changing wine flights. 
There are outstanding cocktails at Har¬ 
low's Cuisine & Cocktails (31111 Ran¬ 
cho Viejo Rd., 949-240-8100), including 
the best Old Fashioned in OC, and the old 
Swallows Inn (31786 Camino Capistrano, 
949-493-3188) is still attracting ne’er-do- 
wells from across Southern California. All 
S JC needs now is a brewery to replace the 
defunct Capistrano Brewing Co., and it’ll 
be the drinking destination of the 949. 

13. RANCHO SANTA MARGARITA 

Don’t laugh: Since Rancho Santa Mar¬ 
garita has to do double duty as its own 
city and the drinking destination for 
scared, walled-off rich people in Coto 
de Caza and Ladera Ranch, it’s surpris¬ 
ingly rich in watering holes. If you drive 
a Lexus or the latest Mercedes, we’ll 
find you at UnCorked Wine Bar (22342 
ElPaseo, 949-589-1156) or Pizza e Vino 
(31441 Santa Margarita Pkwy., 949-713- 
1500). If you’re arriving in a lifted F250, 
you’ll end up at Daily Sports Grill (29881 
Aventura, 949-858-8788) or perhaps at 
Cismontane Brewing’s (29851 Aventura, 
949-888-BREW) tiny but delicious tasting 
room next door. For cocktails, there’s the 
Blind Pig (31431 Santa Margarita Pkwy., 
949-888-0072), where the bartenders 
are fighting the good fight against vodka 
and introducing inland South County to 
craft cocktails. If you simply can’t accept 
that martinis contain gin and not vodka, 
make like a Real Housewife and hang 
out at Hanna's (22195 El Paseo, 949-709- 
2300). We’re going to include the lively 
backroom of the Rose Canyon Cantina 
(20722 Rose Canyon Rd., Trabuco Canyon, 
949-766-6939), even though it’s located 
just outside the city limits—the upturned 
Corona-bottle margaritas notwithstand¬ 
ing, there’s a real Mexican margarita on 
the menu. 

14. TUSTIN 

There’s no watering hole in Tustin fancy 
enough to dress up for—but if you love 
cheap beer, pool, darts and group karaoke, 
you’ll find yourself hangin’ in this town. 
Best known countywide is the Swinging 
Door (355 El Camino Real, 714-832-5214), 
but most popular are Marty's (14401 
Newport Ave., 714-544-1995) and the Tus¬ 
tin Inn (440 E. First St., 714-731-3446). 
Even the Tustin Brewing Co. (13011 


Newport Ave., 714-665-BEER), which 
features a great rotation of guest beer 
alongside its own brews, has dark panels 
and a slightly dive-y feel to it, despite 
being housed in a building out of Grimm’s 
Fairy Tales. 

15. BUENA PARK 

To drink in Buena Park, you need to love 
noraebang— which is to say, karaoke. 
Noraebang are always private-room kara¬ 
oke bars, at which you signal the waitstaff 
with a doorbell when you want food or 
drink. It’s important to understand how 
Korean bars work, too: The more you 
drink, the better the bar snacks become. 
Your best option is Octave 18 (7241 
Orangethorpe Ave., 714-522-3800). Buena 
Park still has some of its old dive bars, 
which date from when the place was a 
stop on the trail from Los Angeles to 
Anaheim and San Diego; of these, Rush 
Cocktail Lounge (6146 Beach Blvd., 
714-522-7874) is the best. The drinks skew 
sweet, but the scene is chill and friendly, 
and on busy nights, there’s a taco stand 
outside to kill the post-drinking hunger. 

16. PLACENTIA 

The Stanley Ketchel of OC cities when 
it comes to boozing, Placentia swings far 
above its weight class. It hosts a surprising 
amount of great sports bars, starting with 
Kelly's Korner Tavern (909E. Yorba Linda 
Blvd., 714-961-9396; kellyskornertavern, 
com), where boisterous boyos cheer on 
their teams while playing a mean game 
of 8-ball. Down the street is TJ's Locker 
Room (1164 E. Yorba Linda Blvd., 714-996- 
0929), where Gustavo’s cousins act as the 
self-appointed “bin Ladens of bush.” And 
Placentia’s haymaker is The Bruery, (717 
Dunn Way, 714-996-6258; thebruery.com), 
one of the best breweries in Southern 
California. There’s a smattering of paisa 
bars, but they’re so ornery we’ve yet to 
step in. 

17. GARDEN GROVE 

An awesome drinking town, from the 
paisas to Koreans to Viets to the jumble 
of places on Main Street to Gaynor's 
Lounge (9902 Westminster Ave., 714-638- 
2800), the last vestige of working-class 
white Garden Grove. And don’t forget 
Crooner's Lounge at Azteca Mexican 
Restaurant (12911 Main St., 714-638-3790; 
www.theazteca.com) and its Elvii! 

18. LA HABRA 

Almost equally split between white and 
Mexican cantinas, La Habra must com¬ 
pete with Whittier—one of the great 
drinking cities in Southern California— 
for livers. Nevertheless, the city can boast 
of two great locals: Duffy's (531 W. Impe¬ 
rial Hwy., 714-870-4181) and the 13th 
Frame (370 E. Whittier Blvd., 562-691- 
6721; lhbowl.com), the latter housed in the 
legendary La Habra 300 Bowl. Make like 
Sobchak, and beat the nihilists. 
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19. STANTON 

Land of the 24-hour dental services, Stan¬ 
ton’s bar scene has worsened over the 
years, as the city’s notorious dives have 
classed up or disappeared—things just 
haven’t been the same since the infamous 
Fuzzy’s Bear and its creepy-ass mural 
flipped into respectability as a bikini

Visit us online for weekly updates on our happy hour guide and events, 
as well as how to enter to 
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bar. In the middle of all this mayhem, of 
course, is Park Ave ( 11200 Beach Blvd., 
714-901-4400; www.parkavedining.com), 
where you can unapologetically drink as 
though you’re part of the Rat Pack. 

20. IRVINE 

Nightlife in Irvine? Not really. In Amer¬ 
ica’s Safest City, the sidewalks roll up 
at 8 p.m., so you have to do your drink¬ 
ing in Newport or Tustin. The saving 
grace—the only reason to be in the vicin¬ 
ity—is UC Irvine’s Anthill Pub ( C-215 
Student Center, 949-824-3050), where 
you’ll find 30 taps of craft brew, all at 
about $5 per pint, providing real-life 
education to our future leaders. Further 
up the 405, OC Wine Mart ( 2272 Michel- 
son Dr., 949-250-0033) has several tables 
and a card-operated self-dispensing 
system that gives you measured pours 
of a good selection of wine. If it’s hard 
alcohol or any kind of scene you’re look¬ 
ing for, though, your only choice is the 
chain restaurants at the Spectrum—good 
luck with parking! 

21. DANA POINT 

On the one hand, you have the high- 
priced resorts with the kind of cock¬ 
tails you can only afford when your 
boss or crazy aunt wants to spend time 
with you; on the other hand, you have 
Turk's (.34683 St. of the Golden Lantern, 
949-496-9028), perhaps the best dive bar 
in South County, and a branch of the 


venerable Hennessey's chain ( 34111 La 
Plaza, 949-488-0121). Between that? Not 
much—surprisingly slim pickings for 
a beach town. Sure, there’s Capistrano 
Beach, but the last time we tried to say 
the enclave was part of Dana Point, we 
got punched. 

22. LAKE FOREST 

Given that Lake Forest is the last stand 
for Mexican food as you head south, you’d 


think there’d be a great paisa bar or two— 
but no. There’s a great dive bar called 
the Iron Mule (21212 BakePkwy., 949-586- 
6853), an even-better dive called Our 
Place (24301 Muirlands Blvd., 949-588- 
7522), and great beer bars at Brii Grill & 
Market (23730 El Toro Rd., 949-305-5757) 
and Slater's 50/50 (24356 Swartz Dr., 
949-460-9314), with huge numbers of taps 
of mostly local craft brews ... and that’s 
about it. Can someone open a cocktail bar 


for the thirsty residents of Foothill Ranch 
now, please? 

23. LAGUNA NIGUEL 

The greatest of the Little Lagunas, 
Niguel is internationally famous for 
Mugs Away Saloon’s (27324 Camino 
Capistrano, 949-582-9716) annual 
Mooning of the Trains, a tradition 
that goes back to the Carter admin¬ 
istration. The other bars here are 
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mostly pedestrian, namely because 
the real drinking happens in the sex 
dungeons of the city’s wealthiest, 
wackiest millionaires. 

24. CYPRESS 

For being such a criminally overlooked 
city—seriously, what else do you know 
about it other than its college and swap 
meet, Forest Lawn Cemetery, and the 
fact that Los Alamitos Race Course is 
technically in this town?—Cypress has 
a surprisingly vibrant dive-bar scene. 
Spend your nights at the White Rooster 
Pub («6072 Lincoln Ave., Ste. B, 714-952- 
4611 ) and Jeanie’s Dirty Martini ( 4360 
Lincoln Ave., 714-826-0570 ) and give this 
fun ’burb a shot. 

25. FOUNTAIN VALLEY 

As with its neighbor cities, Foun¬ 
tain Valley tends toward the divey 
and pubby when it comes to drink¬ 
ing. Though it’s located on the south 
side of Little Saigon, there aren’t any 
places in the city limits to nhau—so 
you’ll end up at places such as Ozzie's 
(17110 Brookhurst St., 714-963-7888; 
ozzieslounge.com ) in the bowling alley 
or Ed's Stumble Inn (8896 Warner 
Ave., 714-841-6245 ), where billiards 
sharpsters hang out. Your best bet, 
though, is probably Silky Sullivan's 
(10201 Slater Ave., 714-963-2718), the 
Irish pub on Slater Avenue that serves 
proper pints and breakfast for afters. 
It’s also the only place in town that’s 
open late. 

26. BREA 

This is the Mission Viejo of North 
County. Brea’s downtown is a pub 
crawl waiting for a place to happen ... 
except that restaurants and bars have 
so much trouble staying open it never 
quite happens. Still, some of the best 
beer in the county is made by brew- 
master Victor Novak at Taps 
Fish House (101 E. Imperial Hwy., 
714-257-0101 ); you can walk up to 
Two 40 South (240 S. Brea Blvd., 
714-256-2401), a wine bar with full bar 
attached; and authentic Italian spritzes 
and Negronis can be found at Bruno's 
Trattoria (210 W. Birch St., 714-257- 
1000). Some day, though, this place 
will explode, and it’ll move far up the 
list. We can only hope. Where else are 
you going to go—Yorba Linda? 

27. MISSION VIEJO 

The Brea of South County. Wine-bar 
central—but since we’re poor, we can’t 
tell you the last one we visited. Home to 
the great DUBLIN4 (26342 OsoPkwy., 
949-582-0026) and perhaps more Irish 
pubs per capita than anywhere else in 
OC. Still, it’s Mission Viejo, home to 
some of the most self-entitled natives in 
OC. Be warned. 

28. LOS ALAMITOS 

This city’s problem is it’s smushed 
between the far-better boozing envi¬ 
rons of Seal Beach, Huntington Beach 
and Long Beach, meaning drinking is 
reduced to a bevy of sports bars. Los 
Alamitos’ best treasure is Fiddler's 
Green (4745 Yorktown Ave., Bldg. 19, 
562-795-2168), the only way you’ll ever 
be able to peek into the Joint Forces 


Training Base without being thrown 
into a hoosegow. 

29. LA PALMA 

OC’s tiniest city actually has a great bar 
in Cliff's Hideaway (5442 Orangethorpe 
Ave., 714-521-7883), a trip back to 1970s 
blue-collar Orange County, when the 
defense industry was at its height. La 
Palma boasts a couple of Korean bars, 
too. Not bad for a place once called 
Dairyland, huh? 

30. LAGUNA HILLS 

There is just one true bar in Laguna 
Hills— Players Sports Grill (24401 Ridge 
Route Dr., 949-588-5973)— but the city 
saves itself from being further down the 
list by virtue of its Total Wine (24001 El 
Toro Rd., 949-206-1539). However, it stops 
itself from being further up the list by vir¬ 
tue of city managers forcing the fabulous 
Break of Dawn to shut down for a couple 
of months while the city tries to become 
hip and therefore deny us one of the best 
Bloody Marys in the land. 

31. ALISO VIEJO 

It’s telling that the best place to get a 
cocktail in sleepy Aliso Viejo is at the 
gym at the Renaissance Hotel. Your 
choices other than standard restau¬ 
rants are the Stadium Brewing Co. 
(26731 Aliso Creek Rd., 949-488-9611), 
which is most renowned for its blue¬ 
berry beer (yes, there are blueberries 
floating in it), Bagels & Brew (yes, a 
bagel shop with beer, 26601 Aliso Creek 
Rd., 949-521-6120) or Time Out Tavern 
(27822 Aliso Creek Rd., 949-362-5919), 
the most rollicking strip-mall sports 
bar around. The best advice we can 
give you is to drink in your palatial 
suburban home; Pacific Park Market 
(27792 Aliso Creek Rd., 949-831-0330) 
has a good craft beer selection. 

32. YORBA LINDA 

The best bar in the Land of Gracious Liv¬ 
ing is The Canyon Inn (6821 Fairlynn 
Blvd., 714-779-0880; canyoninnsportsbar. 
com)— but it’s smelled up by Coronans 
and Chino Hillers. That’s what happens 
when the most popular bar in town isn’t 
even within city limits—that would be 
Foxfire (5717E. Santa Ana Canyon Rd., 
Anaheim, 714-974-5400; foxfirerestaurant. 
com) the finest MILF bar in the land that 
invented them. 

33. LAGUNA WOODS 

The only place to get a real drink in the 
Almighty’s waiting room is at the golf 
clubhouse, which requires either being 
a resident of OC’s most elderly town 
or accompanying one. The bar menu 
includes such knee-slappers as the 
“Retire-mint Pomegranate Martini” and 
the “Sleeper Car” (a margarita minus the 
orange liqueur). The denizens of Leisure 
World South must do their drinking in 
the other Little Lagunas.... Now, get off 
their lawn. 

34. VILLA PARK 

With all apologies to the venerable Rock¬ 
well’s, you know the drinking’s bad in 
town when the best place to get drunk is 
the Villa Park High parking lot... which 
is in Orange.

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Kobe, Or Not Kobe 

BLK Burgrz in Ladera Ranch does Kobe-grade beef burgers right, but for a price

T here are few pleasures in life 
as simple as a good burger. You 
needn’t much. Ground-beef patty 
sizzled to a brown crust, then tucked 
between halves of a toasted bun. If the 
meat is juicy and the bread fluffy, every¬ 
thing else fades away, including the sur¬ 
roundings. Rider’s Club in San Clemente, 
the original TK Burgers in Huntington 
Beach—these are burger institutions 
housed in little more than roadside shacks. 
But you go because you can hear the meat 
hiss on the grill and smell the atomized 
beef fumes, and then eat the burgers hot, 
messy and dripping. 

BLK Burgrz is nothing like those places. 
On the patio, where most of the customers 
gather, there’s a tree covered in fiber-optic 
lights that make it look as though a jelly¬ 
fish escaped from Disneyland’s Electri¬ 
cal Parade. In front of a U-shaped wicker 
couch, there’s not just one flat-screen set 
inside marble, but two. At night, the TVs 
compete for eyeballs with a fire pit that, 
when the wind hits it just right, erupts into 
a tornado of flames. This whole outdoor 
area resembles the tricked-out Coto de Caza 
back yard of a Real Housewife. On Saturday 
nights, a string quartet plays covers of Lady 
Gaga and Queen to rapturous applause. 

If the restaurant has any peers, they 
would be Slater’s 50/50 and the Counter. 
As at Slater’s, there’s a bacon-and-ground- 
beef-hybrid patty. And as at the Counter, 
you’re given a checklist of possible top¬ 
pings. But BLK Burgrz blows past both as 
one of the most expensive burger restau¬ 
rants in the county. Since every burger is 
Kobe—or rather, American Wagyu sourced 
from Snake River Farms, an outfit you may 
have never heard of until it’s mentioned 


in restaurants such as this—the cheapest 
burger will cost $17. 

Seventeen bucks. The waiters will inform 
you of the beef’s pedigree as soon as you sit 
down. Are they telling you this to justify the 
price? To remind you you’re not in a normal 
burger joint? Maybe. But you realize that 
yourself when you look at the menu, which 
features deep-fried burgers and others for 
which lamb or sausage is blended with the 
Kobe-grade ground beef. And then there’s 
a $55 Kobe steak dinner that comes with a 
certificate of authenticity. 

This, friends, is an uber-burger joint. 
Nothing here is simple. When you order 
a burger, a checklist gives you 10 bun 
options, 11 cheese options and 18 spreads. 
Toppings? There are 18 regular and 12 
“Over the Top” choices. So will it be a 
pretzel bun or the brioche? Would the goat 
cheese overpower the Kobe, or should you 
play it safe with the blue? What is the dif¬ 
ference between the fire-roasted ketchup 
and the spicy ketchup? Since a nearly $20 
burger is riding on it, these are decisions 
you don’t make lightly. 

The process is easier if you opt for one 
of the stuffed burgers. Choose the Swiss 
Bacon BLK Stuffed Burgr, and you needn’t 
bother picking out any additional cheese, 
mushrooms or even the bacon—all are 
already tucked into a patty bursting with 
juice and flavor. In fact, you should always 
favor this burger over the aforementioned 
bacon-beef hybrid. But then, even the lat¬ 
ter trumps Slater’s 50/50’s half-and-half 
bacon burgers. Unlike Slater’s, BLK Burgrz 
doesn’t mix the bacon into the ground 
beef; it welds the patty onto the bacon as it 
cooks on the griddle, resulting in a burger 
that isn’t nearly as dry. 


But just when BLK Burgrz strikes you 
as a burger joint that eschews the basics 
for Frankenstein creations, you see the 
plain half-pound or three-quarter-pound 
burgers for which the exact doneness can 
be specified. And then there’s the way it’s 
served: brought out sputtering on a hot 
iron pan, then transferred ever so gingerly 
atop your bread by your waiter. I saw a 
10-year-old eat one, the massive sandwich 
eclipsing his head. 

You should know that every burger 
automatically comes with a choice of 
sides. The onion rings—halfway between 
tempura and something a British chip 
shop would fry—are quite possibly the 
best onion rings not made by Fatburger. 
The fries are good and crisp, the sweet 
potato version sprinkled with herbs. But if 
you want your $17 to count, take the chili, 
which is house-made with the same Kobe- 
grade beef used for the burgers. 

That chili is also offered as a full-on 
starter. But spending money on appetiz¬ 
ers here—even the cylindrically molded 
tuna tower with mango and edamame or 
the seared ahi topped with tumbleweeds 
of deep-fried ginger—seems unneces¬ 
sary. When you sit down, a whole basket 
of feather-light, house-fried potato chips 
is offered for free. Why? Well, perhaps 
because BLK Burgrz also knows that, as 
paying customers, there are few pleasures 
in life as gratifying as getting something 
for nothing.

TACOS Y BIRRIA EL GUERO

E ven though it's just enough to fill a 
small Styrofoam cup, the consomme 
de birria at Tacos y Birria El Giiero is like 
the Feeding of the 5,000 in liquid form. 

One spoonful, and the fatty, scalding, 
comforting drippings from just-roasted 
goat fill your stomach as much as a 
double-double. Add in some chopped 
onions, cilantro, scraps of chile de arbol 
lurking at the bottom and heroic jiggers 
of salsa de aceite—an oily, furious 
beast more fire than hot sauce—and 
it's a meal that can meet your nutritional 
needs for a couple of days. One cup 
could keep a high-school football team 
satiated during Hell Week; a cauldron of 
the stuff, which boils behind the counter 
from before sunrise to long into the night, 
could feed the multitudes without leaving 
anyone hungry. 

Birria and consomme is the name of 
the juego at this longstanding taqueria 
in deepest, darkest SanTana. Almost all 
customers usually have a complimentary 
cup, especially on cold winter days when 
the steaming consomme is even more of 
an edible blanket than a tamale. El Giiero 
does sell other cuts of meat in taco, torta 
and burrito form, but those are after¬ 
thoughts; there is no menu other than a 
tattered marquee, random specials high¬ 
lighted on cardboard and a faded photo 
of a torta. See, the staff want you to order 
birria—you can hear it upon entering 
El Giiero, the sound of cleaver meeting 
flesh on a wooden counter drowning 
out all conversations. The pounding only 
stops so the cook can yell out an order— 
almost all of them involving birria. 

Despite the obsession with goat, you 
better come early if you want some, as it 
sells out fast daily; what's left is parsed 
out in taco form to make the birria of the 
day stretch as far as possible. And what 
a birria it is: gamy, rich, with strips of fat 
unapologetically left in to add that last 
touch of rusticity. In taco form (which, 
while a bit expensive for me at $1.25, nev¬ 
ertheless remains a bargain considering 
the mounds of meat in the large tortilla) 
or seca (presented as is), you can let the 
birria sit on your tongue for just a bit and 
feel it dissipate, as it's so tender. But I 
always prefer birria in the consomme— 
this way, every spoonful has meat and 
broth, lightness and fury, yin and yang. 

Then again... that consomme, alone. 
Drinking it is like sipping from the Cup of 
Life, so invigorating and spicy—nature's 
Four Loko.

Y oko Express is nestled in a tiny food 
court housed in a dying shopping 
center that lost its anchor tenant 
more than a year ago to “remodeling.” With 
that Korean market went much of the other 
businesses. Now, you’ll only find abandoned 
cell phone stores advertising two-genera- 
tions-ago tech, mostly empty (but still fully 
staffed) banks and a Burger King, which 
might actually be doing the most business in 
a one-block radius. 

But behind a sign that reads, “Food Court 
Entrance,” three plucky food counters still 
work away, producing some of the tastiest, 
most affordable Korean food in the county. 
Take Yoko Express’ specialty, hwae dup bap, 
a medley of diced raw fish, chopped greens 
and cucumbers, perfectly firm long-grain 
rice, and a dollop of salmon roe. It’s like a 
Japanese chirashi bowl, but elevated by the 
pleasantly piquant chile paste (nee gochu-

jang) and mellowing sesame seed oil the 
dish comes with. Add as much of the gochu- 
jang as you want, but make sure to stir well. 
The magic in the bowl is in the contrast of 
texture, from the crunch of the fresh vegeta¬ 
bles to the pop of the roe and the coquettish 
softness of the raw fish. 

Finish it off (if you can), then sit back and 
feel good about yourself because you just ate 
a giant bowl of mostly healthy stuff. Then 
feel even better about yourself because it 
only cost $8.99.

Painkiller at the 
Black Marlin 

T he Black Marlin is a strange place to 
find a Painkiller, that legendary tiki 
drinkthat combines pineapple and orange 
juices, coconut milk, rum, and grated nut¬ 
meg in one tall glass of hurt. This newish 
Tustin spot isn't a Hawaiian-themed res¬ 
taurant like Roy's, nor is it a faux-Hawai- 
ian tiki bar like Don the Beachcomber; it's 
a "bar and seafood grill" housed in the 
garage-looking building behind Honda-Ya 
that was previously a barbecue restau¬ 
rant ... and another barbecue restaurant 
before that. 

Above all, it's an American comfort 
food joint. Among its main entrees, five of 
the 12 choices are seafood. The rest are 
chops, steaks and a chicken fettucine. 
Besides that, the "seafood grill" part of 
the Black Marlin is still finding its sea 
legs. A few dishes I tried—an odd-tasting 
swordfish still cold in the middle and 
egregiously oversalted fried chicken— 
weren't ready for prime time. But perhaps 
because the bar part already knows what 
it's doing, weekend wait times are long. 


THE DRINK 

For sure try the Painkiller, which is every¬ 
thing I mentioned earlier, using Pusser's 
rum and served in a tall glass sprinkled 
with gratings of nutmeg. Yes, it tastes just 
like a pina colada that someone adulter¬ 
ated with orange juice, but it's a refreshing 
surge of the tart and fruity, tempered by 
the creaminess of coconut, then all of 
it burned off by the rum. And yes, it did 
remind me of Hawaii.

Jason Reitman’s Labor Day takes too much work to believe

uick, somebody check Jason Reit¬ 
man’s house to see if the real man 
has been turned into dust by a body 
snatcher. Though his name’s on the poster, 
it’s impossible to believe the sardonic boy 
wonder of Juno, Thank You for Smoking 
and Young Adult would direct this stilted 
romance between a divorcee and a dream- 
boat escaped convict. Labor Day is so self- 
conscious and phony it must be the work of 
a pod person. Humans, film lovers and fans 
of Reitman’s till-now-flawless filmography: 
We’ve gotta fight back. 

The plot of Labor Day would make a great 
Upworthy article. Let me suggest a title: “I 
Never Thought I’d Want My Mom to Love 
a Murderer Until I Met This Bloody Hunk.” 
After dad (Clark Gregg) ditches the family 
for his secretary, 13-year-old Henry (Gattlin 
Griffith) and mom Adele (Kate Winslet) 
retreat from the world. Adele is one hand 
tremor away from a nervous breakdown; the 
boy is a shy, soulful nerd forced to parent 
himself and fill his father’s shoes. Too shel¬ 
tered to distinguish between adorable and 
inappropriate, for her birthday, he presents 
mom with a homemade coupon book titled 
“Husband for a day.” 

For the cloistered duo, the first weekend 


in September is its own holiday-within-a- 
holiday: Taking Henry back-to-school shop¬ 
ping is one of the rare times Adele leaves 
their dilapidated house. As mom frets over 
his pant size, Henry meets a gut-wounded 
prison escapee named Frank Chambers 
(Josh Brolin), who takes one glance at frail 
Adele and grunts, “She looks like the kind of 
person who can help me.” He means hide 
him from the police. But something in this 
fugitive’s eyes says he’s the kind of guy who 
deserves a good massage. 

With a squeeze of Henry’s neck, Frank 
strongly encourages Adele to take him 
home, where he engages in a bit of light 
bondage by binding her hands and feeding 
her homemade chili. (What is this, Fifty 
Shades of Bobby Flay?) The music frets as 
if he may still eat her liver for dessert. But 
as with Hannibal Lecter, Frank Chambers 
is fictional nonsense—a handsome quasi¬ 
kidnapper who promptly decides to change 
the oil, wax the floors, grout the cellar, quiet 
a whiny door, bake fabulous biscuits and 
teach Henry to play catch. 

In the most snortworthy scene, the 
three of them team up to make a peach 
pie. Frank is so domestic he calls the crust 
“putting a roof on the house,” and together, 


the insta-family members shove their six 
hands into the fruit. (Maybe they’ve mis¬ 
taken it for a Ouija board that can summon 
Frank’s ex-wife to explain why he was 
convicted of her murder.) Finally, we have 
a male parallel to the hooker with a heart 
of gold. Why should Adele call the cops 
when she has lucked into a Husband for a 
Holiday Weekend? 

Reitman adapted the Labor Day screen¬ 
play from a novel by Joyce Maynard, the 
memoirist best known for shacking up with 
J.D. Salinger when she was 18. Maynard 
once fell in love with an inmate named 
Lucky—or, at least, convinced herself she 
did enough to write about their correspon¬ 
dence for Vogue—but their relationship 
never proceeded past being pen pals. She 
pulled the cord when Lucky said he was 
coming to visit. (Plus, she admitted, he was 
ugly.) Good-looking Josh Brolin, a man born 
to give a gal a sexy squint, feels born of those 
brief letter-writing fantasies. Not only is he 
too perfect to exist on Earth, but he’s also 
too flawless for Hollywood fiction, sticking 
out of every scene like glossy CGI. 

It’s disheartening watching Winslet 
and Brolin give their all to parts that could 
have been filled by anyone on the Hallmark 


Channel. This can’t be the movie they were 
expecting when they signed on to a new 
flick by the director of Young Adult and the 
novelist behind To Die For, two bleak, acid- 
perfect romances. At least Winslet’s tremors 
earned her a Golden Globe nomination, 
though she could score that with a Vine of 
herself tying her shoes. 

As our narrator is a 13-year-old child of 
divorce with only a vague understanding of 
adult love, Winslet’s blooming has to take 
second billing to Henry’s adolescent con¬ 
cerns, namely impressing the brash new girl 
in town (Brighid Fleming), who instantly 
orders him to emancipate himself from his 
parents. We’re supposed to ignore that the 
two kids are hanging out at a public library 
on a Sunday on a holiday weekend, but after 
the midway point in this mess—around 
when the camera filter changes from old- 
teabag brown to the color of hope—every¬ 
one is acting so illogically we can’t be both¬ 
ered to add Labor Day’s disregard of govern¬ 
mental hours of operation to its list of sins. 

Besides, we could all learn one thing 
from Frank: “Pie crust is a very forgiving 
thing,” he purrs. “You can make all kinds of 
mistakes, but you can’t forget the salt.” Fine, 
Reitman. We’ll give you another chance. But 
take your own advice and kick up the spice.

OSCAR NOMINATED SHORTS 2014 

Who says award-season winners have to 
be epic? If you're looking for an alterna¬ 
tive to the lengthy features vying for rec¬ 
ognition and box-office glory, ShortsHD 
and Magnolia Pictures have on offer the 
full slate of 2014 Oscar-nominated short 
films. Divided into three categories (docu¬ 
mentary, animation, live action), each fea¬ 
turing five nominees, the program proves 
a study in the benefits and limitations 
of telling a story in a condensed format. 
That challenge can be daunting, and not 
every one of the films up for an Academy 
Award this year meets it. Still, shorts 
afford filmmakers a chance to succinctly 
and stirringly develop one clearly defined 
idea from beginning to end. Constrained 
runtimes frustrate depth when it comes 
to the documentary shorts. The best of 
an underwhelming bunch is Cavedigger, 
Jeffrey Karoff's portrait of New Mexico 
artist Ra Paulette, who digs and deco¬ 
rates complex sandstone caves using 
only hand tools, and whose idiosyncratic 
hobby at least provides a window onto 
a unique artistic process. Thankfully, all 
five animated shorts boast an aesthetic 
certainty that carries them over their 
bumpier patches. Head and shoulders 
above the rest, however, is the beautiful 
Japanese anime Possessions, about 
discarded household objects coming 
to life, which argues that even things 
old and shopworn can be of vital value. 
The live program also proves strong, 
especially the sobering realism of Just 
Before Losing Everything (Avantque de 
toutperdre), a bracing mini-drama from 
Xavier Legrand that tracks an abused 
wife's efforts, at her superstore place of 
employment, to make arrangements to 
abscond with her two kids before her 
menacing husband can stop her. (Not 
Rated) Nick Schager. Countywide.

AUGUST: OSAGE COUNTY Without big 
truth-telling scenes, grand, great-lady, 
Meryl Streep-type actors would be out 
of work. Hell, Meryl Streep would be out 
of work. But for now, at least, August: 
Osage County, John Wells' film adapta¬ 
tion of Tracy Letts' Pulitzer Prize-winning 
Broadway hit, keeps her out of the bread 
line. Streep plays Vi Weston, the pill- 
gobbling matriarch of an Oklahoma plains 
family who can't open her mouth without 
some version of her idea of the truth pop¬ 
ping out: Women get uglier as they age; 
children who leave home to lead their 
own lives are ungrateful wretches; and 
so forth. In the big dinner-table scene— 
because that's where the biggest truth 
bombs always get dropped—Vi, hopped 
up on pills, presides over her motley 
brood with cruel, woozy authority, her 
terrible mouth motoring on. Vi rules the 
roost, just as Streep rules the scene. No 
other performer—not Julia Roberts, not 
Chris Cooper, not Ewan McGregor—can 
get in her way. August: Osage County, bit¬ 
terly funny in some places and numbingly 
earnest in others, is just too much Streep. 
But all is not lost. Some of her fellow 
actors are resourceful enough to recon¬ 
struct themselves after being obliterated. 
Roberts comes off as the most relaxed 
performer here, the one who keeps pull¬ 
ing the story back into the territory of 
movies. She has the face, and the pres¬ 
ence, for it: bone structure that fills up the 
frame but doesn't knock it out of joint, an 
easy way of laughing that can also betray 
depths of bitterness, and those impossibly 
liquid eyes. Unlike Streep, she makes 
it look easy. (R) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

GIMME SHELTER Gimme Shelter demon¬ 
strates that Vanessa Hudgens should be 
considered the valedictorian of her High 
School Musical class. Hudgens convinc¬ 


ingly chops nine years—nine!—off her 
age to play pregnant foster teen Agnes, 
aka Apple. Writer/director Ronald Krauss 
keeps his camera in Hudgens'face like 
he's looking for a fight, but she's still 
unrecognizable: hair hacked, face pocked 
with piercings, body thickened with an 
extra 15 pounds, and a feral anger in her 
eyes like a dog that's been beaten since 
birth. Apple's hard to like and harder to 
trust, but Hudgens makes us feel the des¬ 
peration of having zero impulse control. 
And give Krauss credit for saying the 
word "abortion," something Judd Apatow 
didn't dare in Knocked Up. But when 
Apple and her fetus flee a clinic, he can't 
possibly ask us to agree that Hudgens' 
violent dumpster-diver would make a fit 
parent. But he does. And here's where 
we're asked drop the politics to see 
Gimme Shelter as the story of one girl and 
not a prescription for a nation. Or really, 
the story of the real-life woman behind 
the girl: Kathy DiFiore, a former abused 
wife and homeless mom who turned her 
house into a shelter for pregnant teens. 
DiFiore, played with empathy and steel 
by Anne Dowd ( Compliance ), is the hero 
of Gimme Shelter, and Hudgens' Apple 
is just the star. But though the arc of the 
film is saccharine as a Precious Moments 
figurine, Hudgens is too honest to believe 
in simple, happy endings. Squint closer 
at this broken doll and she's still furtively 
flipping the world the finger. (PG-13) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

THE INVISIBLE WOMAN A tale of love 
complicated—if not thwarted—by prior 
responsibilities, intractable barriers, and 
the rigid high-society norms that frustrate 
its Victorian characters' attempts to live 
as they so desperately want, The Invisible 
Woman finds Ralph Fiennes proving as 
adept behind the camera as he is in front 
of it. Fiennes' film, his second as director, 
examines the secret love affair between 
Charles Dickens (Fiennes) and young 
actress Nelly Ternan (Felicity Jones), with 
a script based on Claire Tomalin's nonfic¬ 
tion study of the affair. The story comes in 
flashbacks: Nelly remembering the bond 
she shared with the great author when 
she was just 18, a relationship that began 
after she and her sisters, guided by her 
protective mother (a captivating Kristin 
Scott Thomas), acted alongside Dickens 
in his playwright-friend Wilkie Collins' 
(Tom Hollander) production of The Frozen 
Deep. Trapped in a loveless marriage to 
Catherine (Joanna Scanlan), a loyal and 
resilient woman who glares at her hus¬ 
band with adoration and distrust, Charles 
sees in Nelly vibrant beauty and intel¬ 
ligence. Despite their incompatible posi¬ 
tions and obligations, feeling soon blos¬ 
soms between them, even as it becomes 
increasingly clear that acting upon it 
will result in misery for themselves and 
their loved ones. The Invisible Woman 
is poignantly attuned to its characters' 
sorrow—born from thorny circumstances 
that have no suitable resolution. That's in 
large part thanks to Fiennes' artistry as 
a filmmaker. He employs a magnificent 
classical touch, repeatedly fixating on 
the image of the independent, adult Nelly 
walking furiously along a windswept 
beach. His direction is precise and pas¬ 
sionate, as are the performances. Jones 
gives a star-making turn full of subtle 
sorrow and strength. (R) Nick Schager.

JACK RYAN: SHADOW RECRUIT With 
Jack Ryan: Shadow Recruit, the latest 
entry in the somewhat patchy canon 
of Tom Clancy adaptations, Kenneth 
Branagh enters more realistic territory 
than his blockbuster Thor —provided 
your idea of realism is elastic enough 
to embrace the adventures of a dutiful 
young CIA agent who races the clockto 
stop a megalomaniacal Russian financier 
from blowing up Wall Street. This spy 
flick is half silliness, half swagger, but 
Branagh's arms-akimbo impudence as a 
director makes it work. Chris Pine plays 


Jack Ryan, a promising young student 
at the London School of Economics until 
9-11 changes everything. He joins the 
Marines and barely survives a chopper 
crash in Afghanistan, coming close to 
losing the use of his legs. Luckily, a young 
doctor-in-training at his rehab orders 
him to "Walk, damn it!" or words to that 
effect. And since she's played by Keira 
Knightley—a woman with the eyes of a 
seductress and the jawline of an ador¬ 
able baby shark—he dares not disobey. 
Meanwhile, CIA elder William Harper 
(Kevin Costner, now in full-on silver-fox 
mode) recruits Ryan to work as a plant 
at a Wall Street firm, keeping an eye out 
for hinky funds transfers that could signal 
terrorist activity. Ryan accepts, eventually 
heading to Moscow for a field assign¬ 
ment, where he crashes a thug's head 
into a hotel bidet. Branagh orchestrates 
all this with Zeus-like aplomb: Bodies fly, 
taking chunks out of plaster, and Ryan is 
visibly shaken by his first kill—the weight 
of what he's done hits us just when it 
hits him. Pine is a Jack Ryan whose 
patriotism isn't likely to override his 
conscience. (PG) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

LONE SURVIVOR Here's a movie that'll 
flop in Kabul. Lone Survivor, the latest 
by Battleship director Peter Berg, is a 
jingoistic snuff film about a Navy SEAL 
squadron outgunned by the Taliban in 
the mountainous Kunar province. After 
four soldiers—played with muscles and 
machismo by Mark Wahlberg, Taylor 
Kitsch, Emile Hirsch, and Ben Foster—get 
ID'd by Afghan goat herders, they're in 
a race to climb the nearest summit and 
summon an airlift before these civilians 
can alert local leader Ahmad Shah. It 
doesn't go well. Berg's flick is based on 
the memoir by sole evacuee Marcus 
Luttrell (played by Wahlberg)—and that's 
only a spoiler if you've ignored the title; 
Luttrell didn't exactly write his book. 
Rather than sitting in front of a word 
processor, he was back in action in Iraq. 
Instead, the Navy hired novelist Patrick 
Robinson, who, among other embel¬ 
lishments, upped the number of enemy 
Taliban fighters from 10 to 200. Hey, what¬ 
ever—those aliens in Battleship weren't 
real, either. The near-wordless second 
half is a deadly dubstep of bullets and 
snare drums punctuated with the occa¬ 
sional curse. And the film actually gets 
worse when the guys open their mouths. 
When they debate whether to kill the 
three goat herders who've stumbled onto 
their hiding place, Foster grabs a teen¬ 
ager and insists, "That's death. Look at 
death." And when the firefight starts, he 
bellows, "You can die for your country— 
I'm going to live for mine." We're meant 
to cheer, not that anyone in my theater 
did. But there will be audiences who do, 
and I'm not entirely sure I'm comfortable 
with what they're cheering for. This is 
death. Look at death. (R) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide. 

THE NUT JOB It makes sense that The 
Nut Job has more nut-related jokes, 
puns, and entendres than other films less 
concerned with squirrels. But a running 
count yields only 13, including the title—a 
stingy number, considering the film's 
proliferation of opportunities, including a 
climax hinging on nuts in sacks. This ani¬ 
mated feature's script doesn't shy away 
from low-hanging fruit, though, indulging 
in slapstick, wacky voices, and wildlife- 
themed insult humor, but the filmmakers 
really threw off their restraints with the 
animals' exuberant, beefy farting. Surly 
Squirrel (Will Arnett) sees himself as an 
antihero, plundering nut stands for his 
winter stash during a lean year when the 
other animals in Oakton Park are expect¬ 
ing to starve. After accidentally destroy¬ 
ing the small supply of food stockpiled by 
the squirrels, raccoons, moles, and other 
urbanized woodland critters, Surly is 
banished from the park and has to make 
his way on the city's mean, rat-infested 


streets. He discovers a lifetime supply 
of food at a nut shop beneath which the 
film's bad guys are digging a tunnel into 
the vault of a nearby bank, and the two 
heists coincide. The film's visuals evoke 
1940s urban America, with vintage cabs, 
fedora-wearing wise guys, Irish cops, and 
low-browed palookas, but the generic 
period affectation is undermined by 
anachronistic jokes and some totally gra¬ 
tuitous "Gangnam Style." Good-natured 
and completely forgettable, the film 
includes Brendan Fraser, Liam Neeson, 
and Maya Rudolph as the best character, 
a pug who feels guilty about her lack of 
aggression toward rodents. (PG) Chris 
Packham. Countywide. 

RIDE ALONG Forget going soft— Ride 
Along proves Ice Cube's got bigger 
image problems than kiddie movies 
and Coors Light commercials. It's not 
his Hollywood career that makes him 
a sellout. It's not even that the brave, 
bigmouthed teen who co-wrote "Fuck 
tha Police" grew up to play a cop. 

It's that the rapper and activist who 
recorded 1992's The Predator, a furious 
album about the Rodney King attack, 
is now embracing exactly the kind of 
violent, entitled, civil-rights-crushing 
cop he once demonized. Director Tim 
Story and his four-man screenwriting 
team think the height of hilarity is Ice 
Cube smacking around civilians. Like 
Observe and Report, this ego-tripping 
law enforcer is cynicism disguised as 
comedy. The only difference is Seth 
Rogen knew his character was an 
asshole meathead. Cube is convinced 
he's the hero. I bet kids who've been 
stopped and frisked will crack up 
when he threatens to falsely accuse 
a boy of assaulting a police officer. 
Maybe they'll double over during the 
scene where he shrugs off the shoot¬ 
ing of an unarmed man. You know 
who wouldn't smile at that? Young Ice 
Cube. For what it's worth, his Atlanta 
detective has two problems, and a 
conscience about ignoring the rules of 
engagement ain't one. First, the force 
is sick of him pursuing an unknown 
mastermind named Omar, and second, 
his sister (Tika Sumpter) is engaged to 
marry a 5-foot-2 high school security 
guard (Kevin Hart) who Cube grumbles 
is "about a chromosome away from 
being a midget." When Hart convinces 
his brother-in-law-to-be to let him tag 
along for a day, Ride Along shifts into 
cruise control as just another cop com¬ 
edy. But here, the joke's on us. (PG-13)

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It’s Gonna Take a Miracle 

Grand Central Art Center examines people’s belief in the impossible saving the day

S ometimes I miss believing in mira¬ 
cles. Not the “miracle of life”; that’s 
just the order of things when you 
neglect to use birth control. I’m not talking 
about the pretty stuff you can take snap¬ 
shots of with your iPhone; that’s just nature. 
I don’t mean pulling a rabbit out of a hat or 
sawing a woman in half; that’s just sleight 
of hand. I’m most definitely not talking 
about “spiritual” ideas such as think-good- 
thoughts-and-only-good-things-come- 
your-way laws-of-attraction bullshit; that’s 
just someone huckstering you. 

I’m talking a real-life version of the the¬ 
atrical deus ex machina: Everything is turn¬ 
ing to excrement, and with a loud trumpet 
blast, the Almighty (who has been lurking 
in secret, watching as things go downhill) 




decides to ignore millions of other pending 
requests and reaches down to make things 
all right. Something unexpected, appearing 
out of nowhere—a surprise, shocking, God¬ 
like. The thought is comforting in so many 
ways. Who doesn’t wish they could be an 
eternal child, tucked snuggly in bed, watch¬ 
ing cartoons on TV, being looked over by a 
Loving Heavenly Parent, mug of hot choco¬ 
late on the nightstand nearby? 

Too bad it doesn’t exist, right? 

Intrigue over the idea of the miraculous 
drove the investigation behind Julianne 
Swartz and Ken Landauer’s video installa¬ 
tion “Miracle Report,” currently at Grand 
Central Art Center (GCAC) in Santa Ana. 
Under GCAC curator John Spiak’s initia¬ 
tion, the pair interviewed dozens of people 
of all ages—from schoolchildren to old- 
age pensioners—filming them so that the 
speaker’s faces aren’t shown, guaranteeing 
anonymity and allowing them to talk freely. 
Shot against a black background, with 
only the interviewee’s hands illuminated, 
the effect is as if someone had animated 
Albrecht Durer’s famous “Praying Hands” 
drawing, the final image freezing and going 
to gray as a pensive coda. 


Maneuvering the dark gallery holding 
the installation is fairly easy, since the piece 
uses every iota of GCAC’s electronic equip¬ 
ment—CD players, projectors, TVs, large 
speakers, headphones, tiny monitors, tall 
speakers—the baroque atmosphere mask¬ 
ing what would otherwise have resembled 
a cluttered A/V nerd’s room, with images 
coming at you from all corners: on the 
wall, on top of pedestals, tucked away in 
a corner, resting on the floor. One pair of 
hands floats and flies through the air, using 
sign language to tell its silent, un-subtitled 
story. Digits pop open like butterflies, flap¬ 
ping with gesticulation, while others are at 
rest, flat on a table as if tamping down their 
enthusiasm. Bracelets slide up and down 
wrists, watches catch glints of light, shirt¬ 
sleeves are rolled up. Brown age spots litter 
the skin, thin, wrinkled fingers and swollen, 
arthritic joints contrasting sharply with 
smooth skin and dexterous, tiny hands. 

The videos play simultaneously, with the 
cacophony of voices initially so confusing 
that you may wonder, “Where the hell do 
I start?” Start anywhere. It’s impossible to 
hear every word, and it’s clearly not impor¬ 
tant to Swartz and Landauer that you do. 


Like any discussion on an important topic, 
the pair realizes that much of what passes 
as thought is literally noise, and the stories 
are a mixed bag of intellect and naivete. 

Stories of escaped tragedy, religious pros¬ 
elytizing, people recovering from generally 
fatal illnesses, individuals falling in love 
despite the odds, philosophical discussions, 
and even two incidents of gun violence, one 
less than miraculous and ending in death. 
Despite that audio goulash, most of what 
comes from the screens are at low enough 
volume that all you’ll hear is stray bits and 
pieces of conversation. If you want more 
substantive details, you’ll need to lean in 
to the speakers, the intimate result akin to 
moving closer to an old friend who’s whis¬ 
pering a secret in your ear. 

If you tend toward faith in the unbeliev¬ 
able, some of the snippets will be encour¬ 
aging, even hopeful. For the rest of us, the 
installation is less about spectacular things 
arriving here on holy business than it is 
about our obsessive desire to fit our “facts” 
into something that will allow us to believe 
that incidents in our life are somehow 
blessed, lying to ourselves in order to feel 
as though there’s some order where only 
chaos exists. My walk-away was that the 
stories revealed the enormous strength of 
people under arduous physical and emo¬ 
tional circumstances, the power of coinci¬ 
dence and how it helps us fill in the blanks 
of situations we don’t understand, and in 
the end, how the concrete physical and 
emotional aid of other individuals comes to 
our rescue far more often than God does. 
The milk of human kindness is the only true 
miracle I can think of, if we only nurture 
that within ourselves, instead of ascribing it 
to something outside us.

Hansen was once told after playing a 
gig. And since the beginning of 2013, 
she’s taught that same confident 
musicality to girls and women at

Rock Camp for Girls OC. “For girls 
and women, it’s really empower¬ 
ing to actually produce sound on an 
instrument,” she says. “You’ll see 
that typically men are more com¬ 
fortable making noise and drawing 
attention to themselves.” 

The people who work with the 
Portland-based feminist organi¬ 
zation Rock Camp for Girls fight 
against those ideas. Volunteers 
teach the basics of rock music to 
women (Ladies Rock Camp can be 
a weekend-long intensive experi¬ 
ence) and girls (Rock Camp for 
Girls is a two-week camp held dur¬ 
ing the summer). 

About 45 women—20 volunteers 
and 25 campers—will attend the 
all-female Rock Camp, held again 


in the spring and fall of 2014. On a 
sparkling, gold, seven-piece drum 
set, a camper with turquoise hair 
plays a basic 2-4 hi-hat, snare, bass 
drum beat. Her fingernails, covered 
in chipped blue polish, clutch Zild- 
jian drum sticks. Women passing 
in and out are careful to not trip 
over amplifiers and the extension 
cords snaking across the wooden 
floor. Five other women and a drum 
instructor congregate in a separate 
room to run through beats and take 
turns improvising. They talk drum 
fills and volume level and learn the 
“one and a two and a” jazz cymbal 
rhythm. Ankle-high boots stomp on 
bass drum pedals, and sticks fear¬ 
lessly clang against reverberating 
crash cymbals. 

“It’s like they’re jumping into cold 
water,” Hansen says of the women 
who start out afraid to hit the drum. 
She perches on a black amplifier in a 
practice room. Her arms are colored 
with tattoos, most notably a blue 
skull in front of a rose, a red drum

«v ou don't know what I deal with—the fuck- 
T ing human waste that I wade through every 
night. I can't sleep. It's fucking killing me, Laura." 

"Oh, fuck you—it's always you. What about us; 
what about your fucking son? He used to be proud 
of you, and now I hear him laugh when he tells his 
friends what you do." 

He buttoned his shirt—dark blue over a white 
tee and a protective vest. He checked his service 
revolver and picked up his keys. 

"Maybe you should think about living some¬ 
where else until you get a grip on your head. You 
need to see somebody, Frank; I don't know who, 
but I'm done." 

He took her comment like he attempted to 
take the world: as though it couldn't hurt him if 
he ignored it—brushed it off his back and left it 
where it lay.

He looked the "old man" over: He had 
more fingers than teeth, and the scars on his face 
outnumbered the cars on a highway—he was a 
walking disease. Frank had tuned the woman out 
as she complained. His attention was drawn to a 
small child in dirty clothes—a young boy too old 
to be sucking his thumb standing near the wall, 
bouncing his head off the plaster. 

"Are you listening, man?" 

"Yeah, I'm listening," Frank said. "Here's the 
deal: If you tell me he hit you, he goes with me. 

But I'm looking at those scratches on his neck, 
and he says you grabbed him, so you both go— 
and the boy," Frank nodded toward the child, "he 
goes to CPS. So what'd you wanna do?"

on her left tricep and a pirate flag with 
crossed swords on her left forearm. “But 
it’s really about knowing that it’s okay to 
express yourself and be organically who 
you are and unashamed of it. To have a 
release and to have fun, and to connect 
with people. Women need that. Girls 
need that. Everybody needs that.” 

Hansen got into drums at a young age. 

She played in the school band, but it wasn’t 
until she was 15 that she really got the desire 
to take it seriously. She bought a drum set 
for $50 off a guy from school, and from 
there, persistence propelled her forward. 



Perhaps it’s fitting that Hansen is 
showing her skills as a drummer by 
playing with a trailblazing punk hero¬ 
ine who likes Hansen’s style, regardless 
of her gender. She recently recorded 
a cover of Nina Simone’s “Sinner- 
man” with Exene Cervenka (a huge 
Rock Camp supporter) in Joshua Tree, 
where vintage trailers were fixed up 
into recording studios. Released by 
Muddy Roots Records as a 7-inch, Han¬ 
sen describes its sound as rootsy and 
organic, as if it were recorded at the end 
of a dirt road. “Working with Exene is 
amazing,” Hansen says. “She is such a 
force on the stage and in the studio. She 
is receptive and encouraging and always 
thinking outside the box.” 



“I made a drum set out of boxes when 
I was a little kid. Not even little—I was, 
like, 13. What a nerd, right?” Hansen 
recalls. “I would tape myself playing the 
boxes, trying to be legit.” Her first love 
was punk. She learned to play ’90s punk 
records and was in a ska-punk band for 
a while. She then learned about jazz and 
the blues and shuffle. “I always am try¬ 
ing to stay tasteful and complement the 
other musicians,” she explains. 

When Hansen is not slugging punch¬ 
ing bags at Rock Camp and teaching 
girls and women how to play drums as a 
private instructor, her head of feathered 
brown hair is in books. She is majoring 
in history and minoring in gender stud¬ 
ies at UCLA, and she manages social 
media for Istanbul Agop Cymbals, based 
in the Republic of Turkey. She is also a 
writer for Tom Tom Magazine, a commu¬ 
nity organizer and, of course, a drummer. 

People tend to think of the drums as 
a male-dominated instrument—focused 
on biceps, forearms, strong hands, 
masculine energy and an untamable, 
unabashed confidence. But despite 
her chops and years of experience, 
Hansen is not immune to stereotypes. 
“The worst is when you’re moving gear 
in, and somebody will ask you, ‘Hey, 
where’s the drummer?’ Or, ‘Is your 
boyfriend here?’ I’ve gotten that, and 
‘You’re so good for a girl,”’ she says.

As for the future of Rock Camp for 
Girls OC, Candace envisions a year- 
round program with a paid staff of 
women and girls and a permanent 
building. “I see a program that contin¬ 
ues and becomes part of the culture 
of this community,” she says. “Girls 
who were once campers coming back 
and volunteering, and women who 
were campers teaching their nieces, 
daughters and friends how to play an 
instrument. We want to create more 
opportunities for young girls to become 
leaders in their communities through 
putting together classes, shows or play¬ 
ing shows—and also by teaching what 
they have learned at camp.” 

For Hansen, this is about more than 
just mastering the instrument; it’s using 
her skills to help the community. “I 
want to stay true to myself,” she says. 
“And that means serving the commu¬ 
nity, meeting my own needs and playing 
drums. As long as I’m able to throw out 
a big net and get all those things from 
the universe, I’m happy.”

Wandering Star 

F or a young rapper who is getting his 
dream shot at a big-time career, it seems 
odd that "I Ain't Happy" is Inland Empire- 
based Cashius Green's most popular song. 

"[I wrote it during] one of those times 
[when] I was very confused, and that music 
was my way of escaping that," Green says. 
When he recorded that song, the rapper's 
focus on the future was blurry at best. 

While creating his debut release, Sunny 
Side Up, Green was bouncing between the 
Koreatown apartment of fellow rapper and 
colleague Speak and his old neighborhood 
in Moreno Valley. It was just another of 
many evolutionary periods in his nomadic 
life, which also included living in OC. 

For him, rapping was something he was 
good at, but he wasn't sure he was ready to 
jump into the music business. "Do I want to 
rap, or veer off into this pimp shit or what¬ 
ever else?" he remembers thinking. 

It was in the more eastern end of River¬ 
side County that Green began to evolve into 
the artist he is now. "I moved out to Moreno 
Valley and started going dumb with the 
music, in a good way," he says, laughing. "I 
learned a lot of shit in Moreno Valley; I met 
a lot of cool artists.... Honestly, there's a 
lot of talent in that city." 

IE is where Green honed his rap skills, but 


his style sounds strictly of the south, of Texas 
or Georgia. He adopts the slick style of Texas 
pit boss Pimp C and Atlanta's "time-traveling, 
rhyme javelin, mind-unraveling" Andre 3000, 
molding itto his own creative temperature. "I 
respect [Southern rap] a lot," he says. "It's 
a genre that has been respected more than 
what it is.... Look at the shit [those artists] 
rap about; it's passionate. It can go from 
vulgar and angry to high-pitched and smooth. 
It's the balance.... They don't necessarily let 
the genre make them." 

Green's unique approach to rap music 
has caught the attention of legendary record 
executive Sylvia Rhone, who recently signed 
him to her new label, Vested In Culture, a 
branch of Epic Records. Green may no longer 
truly claim to be an "independent artist," but 
his vision for his future and his creativity are 
seemingly boundless. He's currently on tour, 
opening for Ab-Soul and Joey Bada$$; when 
he returns, he plans to head into the studio to 
work on an album. But there's another step in 
his evolution he has his sights on. 

"I want to excel at this rap stuff, but I [also] 
really wantto be a musician," Green says. "I 
want to learn howto play instruments; I want 
to learn howto sing better—I wantto expand 
everything. I feel like rap is a box, and right 
now, I'm thinking outside the box. A few years 
from now, I might be in a traveling band, play¬ 
ing piano—I can't even call it right now."

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No Rest for the Wicked 

Guttermouth front man Mark Adkins has two loves: 

playing punk and talking shit

O n a Tuesday afternoon, Gutter- 
mouth front man Mark Adkins 
is laying in bed, slurping down a 
bowl of Honey Bunches of Oats, and talk¬ 
ing about how boring it is living in San 
Juan Capistrano, how he’s itching to get 
the band back on the road at the end of this 
month. “There’s a sense of normalcy being 
on the road,” Adkins says, his voice gruff 
from sleep, having been rousted out of bed 
for the interview. “Even when I am home, 

I take off to Tijuana or Rosarito just to get 
out of here. It gets really boring.” 

There’s something rock & roll about 
sleeping until noon every day, a standard 
practice for Adkins, who has been making 
a living from playing with Guttermouth 
since 1995, with some additional income 
coming from a freelance screen-printing- 
and-embroidery operation. Still, the idea 
of “taking it easy” doesn’t quite jive with 
him. For Adkins, a virulent road warrior 
of punk rock, it seems asinine to be bum¬ 
ming around OC. Which is why by the end 
of the interview, Adkins says he has had it 
with SoCal, the place he’s called home for 
all of his 47 years, and admits he’s seriously 
thinking about leaving the state. 

“Colorado is the best,” he says. “The 
people are way cooler; they don’t have a 
chip on their shoulder, like, ‘I’m from HB 
or this B or that B.’ You know how people 
can be in Southern California. It doesn’t 
seem to be so money-driven [in Colorado], 
like to go on a date [here] with a nice girl, 
you have to have a kick-ass car and this and 
that, and they’re judging you on your pos¬ 
sessions before they know you as a person.” 

But maybe that’s just Adkins talking 
shit again. That’s what he does best, after 
all. Here’s a guy who has penned nine 
albums over 25 years, most of the material 
based on the angsty ribbing of his native 
environs. Born and raised in La Habra, 
Adkins came of age during the first wave 
of West Coast punk, forming Guttermouth, 
and then moving to Huntington Beach in 


1988. When the Offspring blew up in the 
mid-’90s, Guttermouth launched onto the 
national scene with a few seminal OC punk 
records released on Dexter Holland’s Nitro 
Records label. Without a doubt, Gutter- 
mouth’s classic albums —Full Length (1994) 
and Musical Monkey (1997)—watermark 
the time and place as well as anything put 
out during that era. 

By the late ’90s, the original Gutter¬ 
mouth lineup had dissolved. Members 
would cycle in and out, with Adkins as 
the sole constant. For the band’s current 
form, Adkins has enlisted players 20 to 25 
years his junior, and they play 100 to 120 
shows per year worldwide—a lot of them 
at mid-sized clubs and festivals. There’s a 
lot of footage out there of the guys boozing, 
fighting and blowing lines. You never know 
what’s going to happen: Maybe there will 
be a riot, maybe Adkins will insult some 
dude’s girlfriend and pick a fight onstage 
or in the parking lot, or maybe they’ll hurl 
insults at the bands they’re touring with. 
Maybe you’ll see his schwantz. You don’t 
know, and that’s the draw. 

But the road may be taking its toll. Gut¬ 
termouth haven’t released anything since 
2006, although the guys say they’re in the 
process of writing one, with a tentative fall 
release date. From his tone, Adkins seems 
over the whole write-record-release pro¬ 
cess. “It’s a tough, fickle market out there 
for the record-buying public,” he says. “I 
don’t even know what labels are doing for 
bands anymore. Bad Religion had a record 
come out back when Muslnk was going on, 
and that thing had been out for five months, 
and I didn’t even know. I don’t sit around 
and scan the Internet for bands; I’m not 12. 

I got other things to do. Like go to Tijuana.”
